W. C. SULLIVAN of Division 5 advised that the 
Attorney General of the United States wants a 
documentation of the various charges that GARRISON 
has made since the inception of his investigation 
such as the conspiracy, the cross fire that CLAY 
was involved, that OSWALD met with CLAY, etc., 
and documented refutation of same based on the 
information contained in our files on the 
investigation. Mr. SULLIVAN asked how long it 
would take to do this and I advised him if we h ad 
all of the information in the Dallas reports we 
could probably do it In 3 weeks. Mr. SULLIVAN advised 
this had to be done in 3 days. 

I advised Mr. SULLIVAN that I would confer 
with Mr. WALL and the other Agents who are familiar 
with the aspect of this matter, and after my conference 
I would recontact him by telephone as to what 
could be done. 
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
